The Matter Is Deemed of the Utmost 
Importance In Naval

WILL AFFECT CONTRACTS FOR PLATE 


At Recent Tests the Now Projectile 
Is‘Said To Have Pierced and 
Shattered the Krupp Armor 
Like a Friece of Green 
Wood. 


Washington, May 8.—Some facts almost 
startling in their importance were laid 
before the senate today in secret legisla- 
tive session at the conclusion of the reg- 
ular open session. They related, it is un- 
derstood, to the invention of a shell by a 
prominent officer of the United States 
navy—a shell superior in every essential 
quality to any now in use, either by this 
or any other government. 

The quality of penetration pos- 
sessed by the shell is said to be so 
great that no armor now manufac- 
tured in the Wnited States or abroad 
has sufficient resistance to with- 
stand it. 

The facts, which were in possession of 
only a few senators, were deemed so 
important that the senate decided to con- 
sider them in secret session. 

Today after the naval bill had been 
Jaid aside for the day, Mr. Tillman asked 
for a secret session in erder that he might 
explain to the senate why he desired the 
armor plate matter to be discussed in se- 
cret. 

When the doors were closed Mr. Till- 
man explained that several days ago he 
had offered a resolution calling upon the 
secretary of the navy to send to the sen- 
ate for its information the details of 
tests made by the department officials of 
armor plate at Indian Head. No answer 
had been received and in all human 
probability none would be received. 

It seems that Mr. Tillman called at the 
navy department and was informed that 
it would be unwise at this time to make 
public the details of the tests he had 
asked for, as it would place in the hands 
not only of the senate, but representa- 
tives of foreign governments informa- 
tion that proprly belonged exclusively to 
the United States. He was informed that 
Admiral O’Neil, chief of the bureau of 
ordnance, had been conducting for sev- 
eral months a series of armor tests at 
Indian Head, wie results of which were 
very remarkable. A prominent official 
of the navy department said, it is under- 
stood, the tests of all sorts of armor, in- 
cluding the Krupp armor, had been made, 
with a view of ascertaining their effec- 
tiveness against a mew shell that had 
been invented by an officer of the navy. 
No piece of armor submitted to the test 
was able’ to withstand the test. 

The shell, fired from high power 
guns, penetrated the armor almost as 
bullets fired from a Krag-Jorgensen 
rifle would penetrate green wood, the 
difference being that the armor 
plates split from the point of impact. 
It is said this was true of the Krupp 
armor, as well as of the other armor 
tested. 

The shell which was so effective was 
not described! indeed, the navy depart- 
ment is guarding jealously all details 
Concerning its construction.

Sooner or later will become known to 
Other governments, it would not be the 
part of wisdom for congress to enter into 
contracts to purchase the high-priced ar- 
mor, unless it could be so improved as 
to resist projectiles of the Kind used at 
Indian Head. 

Feeling that more or less of the matter 
concerning the tests recently made by 
the government would be used in the de- 
bate upon the armor question. Mr. Till- 
man suggested that it would be desirable 
to consider the subject in secret. 

The senate agreed with him and tomor-

Cussed behind closed doors.

executive session had adjourned. There 
are no difficulties in the way, and the 
claims of Colonel Locke and the old line 
republicans that they have Edwards beat- 
en have absolutely no basis. 

Senator Tillman secured the adoption 
by the committee on naval affairs today 
of an amendment to the naval drill con- 
templating the removal of the naval sta- 
tion now at Port Royal to a point at or 
near Charleston. The amendment reads 
as follows: 


“The expendjture of the appropriations 
hereinbefore provided under the head of 
public works in the bureau of yards and 
uocKs at the naval station, South Caroli- 
na, are left in the discretion of the secre- 
tary of the navy, who is hereby author- 
ized and directed to forthwith examine 
into the expediency of charging said sta- 
tion to some point at or near the city of 
Charleston. and if the secretary, upon 
such examination, shall decide that such 
a change 1s expedient and desirable, he 
is authorized to expend the money herc- 
inbefore appropriated on such new naval 
station, and for the purpose of a site {or 
the same he is authorized to expend out 
of said appropriation a sum not to exceed 
$100,000.”’

Peoria, Ill., May 8—The initial contest 
in the republican state convention today

; faction. The fight came at the very out- 
set of the convention on the election of a 

The state central 
committee had chosen John J. Brown, of 
Vandalia, a Tanner man. The Cullom-

Nothing was accomplished in the con- 
vention at the afternoon session, the cre- 
dentials committee being in session. The 
committee proved to be a “‘Cullom body.”’

The evening session lasted only about 
half an hour.

Cincinnati, O., May 8.—Members of the 
National ‘Reform Press Association—edi- 
tors and proprietors, for the most part, 
of weekly populist papers throughout the 
south and west met here today, and after 
a lengthy debate adopted the following 
resolutions, which will -be presented to 
the national convention of the middle-of- 
the-roaders: 

‘The Nationa) Reform Press Assocla- 
tion reaffirming fts fidelity to the basic 
principles proclaimed in the Omaha plat- 
form. recommends to the national con- 
vention of the people’s party, about to 
assemble in this city, the adoption of a 
platform embodying the following prin- 
ciples—propositions which we stand for: 

“The initiative and referendum—both in 
our system of government and in party 
management; honest money whichis gov- 
ernment money; the nationalization of our- 
railroads; public ownership of public fran- 
chises; the abolition of private trusts; 
an elective judiciary of short tenure of 
office; compulsory arbitration of labor dis- 
putes; the principle of graduated incomo 
taxation.’’ 

A ninth article was submitted in the 
original report of the resolutions com- 
mittee which contained these words and 
nothing more, ‘Philippine independence.” 

Over this sentence the reformers talked 
most of the afternoon. Several bitter 
speeches were made. C. W, Walters of 
Indianapolis, denounced the administra- 
tion and charged the leading political par- 
ties with precipitating “a war for the 
purpose of diverting attention of our peo- 
_ from the real, living issues of the

New Convention Hall in Kansas City 
Is Moving Along. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 8.—The members 
of the sub-committee of the dernocratic 
national committee were ‘busy all day in 
making preliminary arrangements for 
their party’s coming convention. During 
the day the last pound of steel for the new 
hall arrived and the members of the com- 
mittee now feel assurred that the big hall 
will be rebuilt before the convention day, 
In accordance with the ideas of the com- 
mittee, it has been arranged that 15,090 
seats shall be provided for Spectators, 
this being in additien to 5,000 seats on the 
main floor for the delegates. Desks will 
be provided for 600 working newspaper 
correspondents and 6500 seats wi!] be re- 
served for editors of weekly papers. The 
stage will seat 300 persons.

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GOVERNOR JOHNSTON'S ADDRESS 


It Is Thought. the Meeting of the 
Society Will Give Rise to Some 
Important Suggestions on 
the Negro Question 
in the South, 


Montgomery, Ala., May 8.—One of the 
largest and most representative audiences 
ever assembled in Montgomery gathered 
in the Auditorium tonight at the opening 
of the conference of the Southern Society 
for the promotion of the study of the race 
conditions and problems in the south, The 
Hon. J. B, Gaston, acting as temporary 
chairman, introdyced Mayor Joseph, who 
welcomed the members in an eloquent 
speeoh and expressed gratification at their 
meeting in the capital city of the state. 

Governor Johnston made an address of 
welcome in the name of the state and 
gave interesting facts and figures, Gover- 
nor Johnston was sure all desired g soiu- 
tion that will be just to both races. In 
Alabama considerable progress has beeu 
made in the line of educating the negro. 
The schoo] fund is paid almost entirely by 
the whites and distributed impartially to 
children of both races. 

Convict records show a steadily in- 
creasing number of negro convicts. The 
record shows 89 per cent of convicts are 
negroes, there being now in the peniten- 
tiary 253 whites and 2,147 negroes. Of the 
total of 2,147 colored convicts 925 are con- 
fined for serious crimes. On October l, 
1878, there were 664 gtate convicts against 
1,70 now. 

“We have now one negro in the 
penitentiary for each 317 of popula- 
tion, and one white for each 3,270,” 
said the governor, 

“The negro who accurmulatés property 
becomes a conservative citizen, ceases to 
listen to political agitators and desires no 
return of irresponsible and corrupt legis- 
lation. The mor fhe accumulates the 


| greater his interest in the reign of law 


and vne preserva.tion of peace,” said Gov- 
ernor Johns eu, 

Hon. J. B. Gaston then introduced Hon. 
Hilary ad eaaees Judge Gagton called 
attention *to the importance of the ques- 
tions to be discussed and the effect they 
would have not only on the south, but on 
the country at large. 

The following are some of the ideas ad- 
vanced by Mr. Herbert: 


The present is happily an era of good feel- 
ing between the sections, more complete and 
perfect than any that has ever existed. . The 
force bill has been dropped, the negro was not 
in the presidential campaign of 1896; the new 
constitution of Mississippi has been decided, 
by the supreme court of the United States, 
to be valid, and we have now the sympathy 
of thoughtful men in the north to an extent 
that never before existed. 

Necessity has compelled us to resort to elec- 
tion methods which we desire to abandon. 
The result of the expenditure of millions on 
negro education has been so unsatisfactory 
that some good people are advocating the 
abandonment of the system. The cost of trying 
negroes for crime is_ out of all proportion to 
the cost of trying white men, and assaults by 
negroes upon white women have brought us 
to lynch law. These questions we are here 
to discuss. Idleness among negroes is un- 
doubtedly growing and crime increasing. Pro- 
fessor Willeox states facts showing idleness 
to a degree that is startling; and he gives 
census figures to show us that in the south 
the crimes of negroes, compared according to 
population, with whites were in |890 as a 
little less than five to one, and in thé north 
considerably over five to one. Government sta- 
tistics show that for ten years, beginning 
with 1879, of births among the negroes of 
the District of Columbia 19.6 per cent were 
illegitimate, and that for the next period of 
eleven years, ending with |I899, the percent- 
age of illigitimate births was 26.9. Crimes 
however, in the district by the figures appedr 
to be only a little over two to one, accord- 
ing to population—which is decidedly in favor 
of the district. 

He hoped public opinion would settle down on 
the idea that we cannot stop crimes against 
women by ceasing to educate the negro. If 
the crime comes from the instincts of- the 
barbarian, we cannot prevent it by ceasing to 
educate; if it is prompted by revenge, we can- 
not cure the situation by ceasing to educate. 
But while continuing to urge education, I 
would not have you underestimate the task 
that is before us. The negro Is not the 


equal of the white man; science and history. 


alike proclaim this truth, 

The moment of emancipation wasja critical 
period in the history of the southérn negro. 
He had not been taught toprovide for the morrow. 
Liberty brought reeponsibilities for which he 
was utterly unequal; and false teachings just 
now might do him incalculable injury. Abra- 
ham Lincoln knew that. the negro, who had 
never learned to take care of himself, was 
not competent to aid in taking care of the 
state. And so Mr. Lincoln's plan of recon- 
struction was to bring back the seceded states 
into the union with only such voters as were 
qualified under the laws of the several states. 
Mr. Lincoln had prepared and read in his 
cabinet the proclamation for the rehabilitation 
of North Carolina, which was the basis of 
President Johnson's plan. This is testified to 
by Secretary McCullough and General Grant. 
If Lincoln had lived, the speaker thought he 
would have been able to carry out his plan. 
Johnson falled because he had no tact and 
no influence. 

Never was there such a blunder ag in the 
theory that suffrage would help educate the 
negro. What the negro wanted above all 
things was to know how to take care of him- 
self so that he might develop. He needed sym- 

thy and tutelage and this he would have 

d, especially from his old master, on terms 
that would have been advantageous to both; 
but he was taught that he. had no friends 
except among those who wanted his vote. It 
was thetarpet-bagger who drew the color line. 

But there is a more encouraging view, and 
you will consider it. Is not the negro distinct- 
ly and clearly improving in the white coun- 
tiles where white men predominate? Is not 
negro criminology largely due to poverty, want 
of education and of home training? Is not 
the system of industrial education as taught 
at Tuskegee by that remarkable man, Booker 
Washington, @ key to the situation? And are 
there not so many thousand instances’ of negroes 
becoming orderly and faithful citizens as to 
lead us to the conclusion that much of the 
evil we now see is the result of miseducation, 
and that in the establishment of more harmo- 
nious relations between the races and better 
training for the negro we are to look for the 
solution of the problem? 

In conclusion, my friends, the problem that 
is set before us is one in which not oniy 
our brethren in the north are, but all human- 
ity is, interested, but it is particularly ours, 
because negroes being among us to stay, we 
alone have at same time the opportunity 
and the induc@ment to solve it.

THINGS GLOOMY AT MAFEKING 


‘Inhabitants Badly in Need of Proper 


Food, 


KAUGER 1S STILL TENACIOUS 


President of Transvaal Says That 
Should He Be Sent to Helena 
the Republican Cause 
Would Still -.Go 
on as Before. 


London, May 9.—4:10 a. m.—Four thou- 
sand British cavalry watered their horses 
at Zand river Monday, twenty-five miles 
beyond Smaldeel, where Lord Roberts 
continues to date his dispatches. 

The scouts who have been searching the 
country for miles along the stream have 
found no Boers south of the river. The 
enemy are laagered in unknown force on 
the north bank. 

Thus the British advance guard is with- 
in forty-five miles of Kroognstadt. The 
Free Staters, inthe expectation that 
Kroonstadt will speedily become unten- 
able, are, according to information from 
Lourenzo Marques, preparing to transfer 
their government to Heilbron, a little 
more than fifty miles northeast. 

The proclamations of Lord Roberts ap- 
pear to have little effect upon the inhab- 
itants of the invaded districts. Every farm 
is found deserted except by the women 
and children, All the men are away fight- 


ing. 

Correspondents at headquarters are now 
wiring freely concerning the incidents 
connected with the occupation of Smal- 
deel. Some exasperation is expressed at 
the ease with which the Boers escape 
with their transports before the very 
eyes of the British. For instance, when 
the British entered Smaldeel, the Boer ox 
wagons coolly outspanned only five miles 
away, as if in contempt of'the ability of 
the British to overtake them, 

Lord Roberts is described ag rightly 
“unwilling to sacrifice his horses for the 
sake of a comparatively minor advan- 
tage.’’ Nevertheless, the waste of horse 
flesh, in spite of all precautions, is enor- 


mous. 

Smaldeel is a village of only a score of 
dwellings, but it expanded in one night 
to a Vast canvas city, and the glow of 
the camp fires was like a scene in an iron 
smelting district. The city is likely to 
fade away in a day by the immediate 
progress of the infantry to Zand river. 

Gloomy at Mafeking. 

The tidings from Mafeking are gloomier 
than ever. Everybody there has an emp- 
ty stomach and a pinched face. The na- 
tives are no longer given porridge, and 
the whites now have nothing but a quart 
of that substance and a pound of horse 
Sausage daily. Everything else eatable 
has gone. Insufficient food, wet trenches 
and a cold night are deadly to the health 
of the garrison. This information comes 
from reliable natives. Lady Sarah Wil- 
son, under date of April 27th, says: 

“The Boers now number 4,500 including 
young Eloff, President Kruger’s grandson, 
who has sent for six more guns.”’ 

The Mafeking correspondent of The 
Times, who also emphasizes the extreme 
gravity of the situation, says: 

“It is Impossible to ignore the fatal sig- 
nificance of Colonel Baden-Powelli's ref- 
erence to the hardships endured by the 
women and children, among whom many 
deaths have already oecurred. The com- 
misstariat is holding a certain stock of 
foodstuffs in reserve for use in the direst 
extremity.’’ 

The British column is reported to have 
reached Taungs, thirty 
Warrenton. According to 
vices, the British are nearing Vryburg, 
which is halfway between Warrenton and 
Mafeking. General Hunter is probably 
not in personal command of this reiief col- 
umn. 

His forces embrace 20,000 infantry and 
from 5,000 to 6,000 horsemen, an army far 
greater than has hitherto been supposed. 
Lord Methuen is apparently a subor- 
dinate. While the relief column is mov- 
ing toward Vryburg, General Hunter is 
apparently preparing an orderly advance 
northeast along the Vaal river, to partici- 
pate in the P®etoria advance, as Lord 
Roberts's left flank, 

Cape Town correspondents learn that an 
important movement in Natal is expected 
within the next four days. General Bull- 
er is rapidly completing his transport or- 
ganization. 

The president of the Transvaal volks- 
raad reiterates President Kruger’s undi- 
minished tenacity of purpose. 

In the course of the debate he said that 
should he be sent to St. Helena, the re- 
publican cause would still go on. Gen- 
erals Louis Botha and Laucags Meyer are 
in Pretoria consulting with the volksraad. 

A dispatch from Maseru, Basutoland, 
dated Tuesday, May 8th, says: 

‘Lord Roberts’s rapid advance has con- 
fused the Boers who are holding 
roads between Wepener 
along which a continuous stream of wag- 
ons and cattle has been proceeding north- 
ward for days. On Monday some of those 
countermarched, and the herds got into 
an inextricable muddle, the Boers not 
knowing which way to turn.’’

One of the Leading Financiers of the 
State Passes Away. 


HE DIED IN BALTIMORE 


Was a Pioneer in Cotton Manufactur- 
ing in the South,

HE WAS A NATIVE OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Georgia |Home Insurance Company 
Was Founded by. Him in 
1859. 


Columbus, May 8.—(Special.)—A telegram 
received this afterncon brought news of 
the death today in Baltimore of J. Rhodes 
Browne, of Columbus, president of the 
Georgia Home Insurance Company and 
of the National Bank of Columbus and 
one of the wealthiest and most prominent 
men in this city. Mr. Browne was eighty- 
six years of age, but despite this took an 
active part In business until two or three 
years ago when his health began to fail 
him. For the past several months he has 
been In a precarious condition. Two weeks 
ago he went to Baltimore for his health, 
and shortly after his arrival sustained a 
stroke of paralysis. He died this morning 
in Johns Hopkins hospital. His relatives 
had been wired of his critical condition 
and his immediate famfly was present at 
his death. The remains will reach Colum- 
bus Thursday morning. The funeral ar- 
rangements have not yet been made. Mr. 
Browne was born in Taunton, Mass., in 
} 1814. He moved from there to New York 
state, where he engaged in manufactur- 
ing. Thence to North Carolina and from 
there to Georgia. For -over a half century 
he has been prominent in the manufactur- 
ing and commercial line of Columbus. He 
planned and built the old Tagle mill, the 
ploneer of cotton manufacturing in west 
Georgia, and in 1865 was forced to stand 
aside and watch Wilson’s troops burn the 
mill. He was prominent in the reorganiza- 
ption of the company. For a number of 
years Mr. Browne managed the old 
Clapp’s factory, four miles north of Co- 
lumbus, and at the time of his death held 
an important interest in the fine power 
at that point. Mr. Browne's greatest 
Success, however, has been as the presi- 
dent of the Georgia Home Insurance Com- 
pany, which he was instrumental] in 
founding in 1859, and which has been one 
of the most successful insurance compa- 
nies in th® south. The National Rank of 
Columbus, of which he was at the head, 
was organized in 1875. Mr. Browne was 
a director and stockholder tn a number 
of other local enterprises, and had a large 
amount invested in Columbus real estate. 
He owned a large amount of stock in the 
Georgia Home Insurance Company and 
was generally conceded to be one of the 
wealthiest men in Columbus. He was one 
of the oldest vestrymen of Trinity Episco- 
pal church. A few years ago he built 
St. Mary’s chapel, one of the handsomest 
churches here, and donated it and the 
rounds, valued at $25,000, to the Episcopal 
diocese.

LEE TALKS OF THE SITUATION

At. Louls, Mo., May 8—In accordance 
with the decision reached by the St. Louis 
Transit Company's employees early this 
morning a general strike was inaugurated 
oh the immense system at daybreak to- 
day. No cars.were in operation save a 


first car on this division left the shed at 
§ o'clock. The strikers at the sheds did 
not attempt to prevent the crews from 
taking their cars out, and.they ran uf- 
molested until 12:46 o’clock, when car 
No. 5. of the Park avenue division, was 
badly wrecked on Washington avenue be- 
tween Sixth and Seventh street by a vol- 
ley of stones thrown by a crowd of men 
and boys, 

The suburban line, many of the em- 
ployees of which had been on a strike 
for several days, were also tied up after 
the early morning hours. Cars were run 
as far east as Thirteenth street, but 
when efforts were made to bring them 
down town crowds of strikers and sym- 
pathizers interfered with the crews, and 
in eseveral cases dragged them off the 
ears. From time to time during the af- 
ternoon and night aftempts were made to 
operate the cars, but nearly every attempt 
resulted in attacks on the crews by the 
crowds along the streets, practically stop- 
ping traffic. At 1 o’clock this afternoon a 
Park avenue car was considerably dam- 
aged at Eighteenth and Washington ave- 
nue. A large crowd of men and boys was 
congregated there and as the car Aap- 
| proached they bombarded it with stones 
regardless of the fact that several wo- 
men were inside it. The crew on the caf 
stuck to their posts, although the stones 
flew thick around them. The company, 
when it found that the cars could not be 
operated, ordered them back to the sheds. 
Numerous cars’ were stoned and the men 
operating them attacked by crowds along 
the streets, but the strikers declare that 
thev took no active part in these demon- 
strations,

Troops Returning from Cuba Will Go 
to the Army Posts, 


WAR DEPARTMENT SO SAYS 


Senators and Representatives Can 
Accomplish Nothing, 


ALL EFFORTS HAVE PROVEN FUTILE 


Root Declares There Will Be No In- 
discriminate Camping Around 
the Country.

Washington, May 8.—(Spectal.)—Sena- 
tors and representatives are being be- 
sieged by the 4ifferent cities in 
their districts to secure for them some of 
the troops that are to be brought back 
from Cuba. 

There seems to be very {ttle chance, ac- 
cording to the advices given out at the 
war department, for any of these de- 
mands being granted. There is to be no 
indiscriminate location of camps, as was 
the case when the volunteer army was 
being whipped into shape preparatory to 
going to Cuba, but the troops that are 
brought back are to be sent to the differ- 
ent army posts throughout the country. 
Fort McPherson wil probably get the 
number of troops that can be accommo- 
dated there, but as I understand it, there 
is no likelihood whatever of the estab- 
lishment of temporary camps at points 
where there are no regular barracks. 

Judge Maddox, of the seventh district, 
who has been endeavoring to meet the 
wishes of his Roman constituents and get 
some troops for that city, tells me that 
his advices from the war department 
are to this effect and that from the pres- 
ent outlook the only place in Georgia 
which is at all likely to secure troops is 
Fort McPherson, at Atlanta. 

There has been a number of inquiries 
also for captured Spanish guns. Every 
city, it seems, would like to have one or 
more Spanish guns to be mounted in the 
public parks or squares. In this, too, 
they are likely to be disappointed, for the 
present at least. The supply of captured 
guns has been entirely exhausted. The 
war department thinks that later it may 
have other trophies of the war in the 
Philippines and then, perhaps, the desires 
of some, at least, of the different cities 
can be met; but there is no chance at 
present. 


WAS A LEADER AMONG MEN. 


Culberson, of Texas, Was Prominent 
in National Affairs, 


Washington, May 8&—Spectal.)—The 
death of Judge Dave Culberson, at his 
home in Texas, removes from public life 
one of its most unique characters. Judge 
Culberson was a member of congress, 
representing a district of Texas for more 
than twenty years, and could have con- 
tinued a member so long as he lived, but 
he preferred to retire in order to pave 
the way for his son, who at the time of 
the father’s retirement was governor of 
his state, and who has since been elected 
to the senate. During his long term of 
service in the house, Judge Culberson 
was recognized as the ablest lawyer in 
that body. He was a native of Georgia, 
studied law under Chief Justice Chilton, 
of Alabama, and went to Texas ifn 1856, 
when twenty-six years of age. He was 2 
member of the legislature when the civil 
war broke out and entered 
ate army as a private, to ve promoted 
later through the various stages until he 
was colonel of the Eighteenth Texas in- 
fantry. At the last year of the war he 
was adjutant general of the stare of 
Texas. He first came to Washington as 
@ member of the Forty-fourth congress 
and served continuously through the fif- 
ty-fourth. When Mr. Crisp was speaker 
he was chairman of the judiciary com- 
mittee, and at all times his opinions on 
legal questions carried great weight. 

Judge Culberscon made few speeches 
while in congress, but he had the reputa- 
tion of having made more speeches

g00d prospect of adding a third to his 
record. 

Of course there is the possibility that 
this tendency is due to other causes, 
but the contingency that the actions of 
his mother inoculated the unborn child 
with an incontrollable desire to steal, 
is a theory that merits attentive con- 
sideration. It is no new thing to stu- 
dents of such matters to come across 
such a case. Medical history bristles 
with instances of offspring developing 
characteristics directly traceable to ac- 
tions, emotions or experiences of the 
mother previous to the birth of the 
child. This being the truth, and 
whether or not credence be given to 
the specific case in point, expectant 
mothers cannot conduct themselves too 
carefully. The problem really becomes 
appalling when we conisder how pow- 
erful and almost incontrovertible the 
influences of heredity. It igs a topio 
which demands close study, and which 
certainly merits graver attention than 
is given it by the average heads of 
families. 
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Census Enumerators. 


It igs to be regretted that in several 
counties of this state colored census 
enumerators have been appointed, 
when white republicans could have 
been found to fill these places. 

It is idle for those in authority, no 
matter how strongly intrenched they 
may imagine themselves, to shut their 
eyes to the fact that between the races 
in the south there is drawn a line 
which neither government nor crit!- 
cism can erase. It is unwritten law, but 
law as effective as if engraved 10,000 
times upon statute books, that ne- 
groes shall not go to white houses 
to question the women there about any 
sort of business whatsoever. In the 
face of this prejudice, if republicans so 
choose fo call it, it was simply fatuous 
to appoint negroes upon a_ business 
which necessitates the calling upon 
members of a family at home, and the 
asking of questions which are not al- 
ways too readily answered even for 
white interrogators. There are many 
ways in which a party in power can 
repay its political debts, without stir- 
ring up the feelings of the people upon 
matters which are dear to them, and 
which they are not willine to discuss 
with those who think differently from 
them. 

It is to be hoped that the supervisors 
who have been led into this mistake 
will undo it, and appoint men for this 
service who wif be received by the 
people upon whom they call.

Atlanta’s Lost Eclipse. 

We print elsewhere an interesting 
letter from Judge George L. Hillyer, 
concerning Atlanta’s lost eclipse. 

Judge Hillyer was led into this in- 
quiry by the rather unkind remark of 
a Georgia newspaper, to the effect that 
Atlanta would kick when she discover- 
ed that she was on the outer edge of 
the coming eclipse, instead of being 
central in its path. This led him into 
an investigation into eclipse lore. with 
the result that the literature relating to 
these natural phenomena does not tally 
with his own remembrance of events. 
In one of the years directly after the 
war, when chaos reigned and politics 
and government jobs demanded more 
public interst than did science, Atlanta 
wags Visited by an annular eclipse, 
which, so far as Judge Hillyer’s obser- 
vation goes, belongs to us and to us 
alone. 

The explanation is vouchsafed that 
this eclipse escaped during the confu- 
sion of the time alluded to. It is the 
peculiar property of Atlanta and if we 
do not have our full share in the eclipse 
of the 28th, we can at least fall back 
and brag upon’ our annular eclipse 
which has been overlooked by the sci- 
entists and others interested. 
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The Law Plainly Stated. 

It must be somewhat surprising to 
the leaders of the republican party to 
find themselves so suddenly called to 
halt in their Imwless course as they 
have been by United States Judge 
Lochren, whose celebratéd decision we 
have commented upon heretofore 

The filing of Judge Lochren’s written 
opinion brings to light statements even 
more terse than those which were 
gathered from his verbal announce- 
ment. In one sentence Judge Lochren 
disposes of the whole question of con- 
gressional authority, when he declares 
that “the national government of the 
United States was created, and its pow- 
ers and jurisdiction granted and limit- 
ed. by the federal constitution.” 

Nothing could be more plain, con- 
sidered in the light of everyday com- 
mon sense, than the proposition here 
set forth. The idea that the creature can 
ever be greater than the creator is so 
preposterous that it cannot bear analy- 
sis. It is one of the plainest conclusions 
that a government’s power fs limited 
by its form. Absolutism and constitu- 
tional government are so opposed in 
principle that they cannot be consider- 
ed as being so intermingled that a goy- 
ernment could do abroad what it dare 
not attempt at home, and that-a par- 
liament of limited authority in the 
very seat of its power could possess 
unlimited power outside of that point. 
The government of the United States 
is one limited and regulated by a writ- 
ten instrument, which must furnish the 
basis for every power claimed, and 
which cannot be departed from by any 
authority which claims existence under 
it. As so strongly stated by Judge Loch- 
ren, “its powers can only be increased 
by an amendment of that instrument.” 

Referring to the contention that the 
constitution does not extend to our 
new possessions and that “congress 
has the untramme'le@, absolute power 
to establish govern™Meént. or make laws 
for such territories,” Judge Lochren 
declares it would have “the power to 
establish dependent monarchies or xa- 
trapies, state religion and even sla- 
very.” These are strong words, but 
when people are carried away by a 
hurrah of enthusiasm, and when ‘they 
permit their written guarantee of per- 
sonal liberty to be tampered with by 
politicians, it is time that we have a 
call back to first principles and that we 
should discuss the possibilities which 
lig ahead of us, if we once surrender 
the charter of our liberties. 

The republican idea of government fs 
to treat the constitution of the country 
as a nullity and to appeal to that hign- 
er jaw which is but the anticipation of 
their own interests and ambitions. Such 
a policy, adopted by the fathers of the 
republic, would have limited our gov- 
ernment to the original thirteen colo- 
nies. It would have built up all around 
us powerful and contending rival gov- 


; . hy 
ernments, threatening our existence. 


keeping the people in a condition of 
armed neutrality, and delaying prog- 
ress and advancement. Happily dem- 
ocratic ideas prevailed in the settle- 
tmhent of these problems heretofore, and 
the result was that while the thirteen 
colonies grew out until the Pacific be- 
came the western boundary, it was not 
accomplished through conquest or sup- 
jugation, but through the legitimate 
channels afforded By peace and good 
will, and we have built up states, treb- 
ling in number those of the old govern- 
ment,all of them eqaually at home,their 
people equally patriotic, with no line 
of separation and carrying on the des- 
tiny which has since made us great and 
prosperous without a single hitch in 
the programme. 

It is a restoration to this policy 
which is pointed out by the able decis- 
fon of Judge Lochren, a proposition 
which must win the support and the 
approval of the people of the country. 


England’s Other Army. 


The subsidiary army, composed of 
conquered races, which England has in 
service, furnishes some queer figures. 

It ig estimated that the full strength 
of Great Britain’s Indian army 
is 300,000 men, of whom 230,- 
000 are native and 70,000 British sol- 
diers. In addition to this military force 
there are about 20,000 enrolled Euro- 
pean volunteers and a native police, 
officered by white men, nearly 200,000 
strong. 

Every regiment is divided into ten 
companies, each of which is usually 
made up of a different nationality— 
such as Goorkhas, Sikhs, Dogras, Pa- 
thans and Puniaubis. It is owing to 
this precaution that a combination of 
forces for the purposes of mutiny be- 
comes almost impossible. The Goork- 
has and Sikhs, whose loyalty is rated 
the highest, are, in some localities, per- 
mitted to constitute entire regiments 
themselves. 

The pay of the Sepoy, or native sol- 
dier, is elghteen shillings a month. 
with a gradual increase after three 
years’ good conduct service. The pen- 
sion system is particularly liberal, and 
is really the maenet which draws the 
native recruit. When a Sepoy ‘soldier 
falls in action his wives—and there are 
four of them—are all pensioned, as 
well as their young children. As re- 
gards the artillery branch of the In- 


dian army, white men only are em- | 


ployed, both as commissioned officers 
and in tha ranks, and the guns of all 
forts are manned entirely by Britons. 
Of native soldiers the Goorkha is the 
hest and many English experts believe 
that he {s the best soldier in the world. 
When white men give out, the black 
man can be called upon. 
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In on Time. 

Though age has dimmed their sight, 
and their limbs have lost their supple 
spring. the confederate veterans have 
the ability to be in on time, which dis- 
tineulshed them when they marched 
under Lee, or answered to the call of 
Stonewall Jackson. 

When Camp No. 159 of Atlanta so 
promptly responded to the call of dis- 
tress which came from the burnt dis- 
tricts. it little knew that the first re- 
cipient of its bounty would be a broth- 
er veteran who had lost all he porsess- 
ed and who without this aid would 
have been both hungry and homeless. 
Such a coincidence is the best commen- 
tary upon the prompt performance of 
that duty which devolves upon every 
human being. 

It so happened that before the smoke 
of the smoldering fire had blown 
away, Atlanta camp 159 had assem- 
bled to transact its usual business. The 
suggestion made by a member that 
there were people homeless for the 
night aroused that chivalric feeling 
which ever marked the confederate sol- 
dier and setting aside for the moment 
the discussion of matters ‘tending to 
future pleasure, the crippled, maimed 
and poor veterans, standing on the 
shady side of life, at once drew upon 
their resources, and made the first 
subscription which was to put roofs 
over tha heads 6? women and children 
and to supply food for those who need- 
ed it. As. the chance observer might 
well have thought upon seeing these 
erav headed men as answerable to 
duty in old age as in youth, what a 
picture of chivalry and brave man- 
hood was there presented! These. the 
men who answered with alacrity to the 
call of their country, who. served it 
through eampaign after campaten. 
with enthusiasm and pride, who 
were generous in victory: who accept- 
ed defeat In that spirit of philosophy 
which has shown to the world an ex- 
ample never before witnessed, 

Just think of it! Their fields laid 
bare, their families scattered, their 
homes destroyed; their hopes crushed 
out by crowning defeats; they returned 
each one to the old home site there to 
reunite, to rebuild, to rejuvenate and 
to build up their country to a position 
which has. made it within a eeneration 
the rival of England, the rival of New 
England, and the seat of that all-con- 
quering manufacturing enterprise 
which is to make of the south of the 
future the great developer and supplier 
of the world’s needs. 

While veterans all throneh these 
sunny southern states still live, and 
are engaged in pleasing duty of organ- 
izing for the Louisville reunion. their 
memory of defeat is chastened and 
softened by the numerous other con- 
ventions going on round abort in 
which the whirr of the cotton mill, the 
liauld lava of the iron foundry and 
the lifelike creation of the marble 
mine, attest that defeat has been turn- 


| ed into victory and that fhe sword con- 


verted into®a plowshare, has opened 
more fortresses than ever surrendered 
to it, while held in warrior hands. 

The old veteran, God bless him, he 
has not much longer to linger with his 
children, but he is entitled td all of the 
honor and privilege which His service 
to country has earned for him. and the 
silver hairs which adorn his brow re- 
flect a elorv which has never been 
eclipsed by heroes of old, nor can he 
approached by the buoyant heroes who 
are yet to come.

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An Atlanta Eclipse. 

Editor Constitution—I have somewhere met 
with the statement that when the fact was 
published not long ago that Atlanta was not 
immediately in the track of the coming total 
eclipse of the sun, which is to take place on 
the 28th instant, there would be a protest 
and some would want to know why Atlanta 
was left out. Such is undoubtedly our fate 
this time, but 1 have understood several of 
the railroads contemplate running special 
trains to places on their respective lines where 
the belt of totality crosses the line of each 
road, some fifty or seventy-five miles south of 
Atlanta. I very much hope that this may 
be done, as the opportunity fo witness an 
absolutely total eclipse hardly occurs more 
than once in a life time, and it is a spectacle 
of wonderful sublimity. I think it would be 
@n excellent idea for all who can do so to go 
on one of these excursions, and thus have an 
opportunity of witnessing the Wonderful spec- 
tacle. It would have a tendency to stimulate 
a love of knowledge in the minds of all who 
have the gift of imagination and intellectual 
strength. Truly ‘‘the earth sheweth His Handi- 
work, and the heavens declare the glory cf 
God,"’ 

But the above is not the’principal purpose 
I had in commencing this letter. Atlanta has 
nothing to complain of, and has not been 
slighted in the matter of eclipses of the sun. 
I write you from memory and without having 
any written or printed data before me, though 
I endeavored to find files of newspapers and 
periodicals covering the date to which I allude, 
namely, February or March, 1866, but have 
been unable to find anything on the subject. 
The date in question was very near the close 
of the war, and not long after Sherman burnt 
the town. As well as I can recollect, none of 
the colleges in Georgia were in sesgzion, and 
it would seem as if the northern papers and 
magazines had no correspondents at the south, 
or paid no attention to the wonderful eclipse 
to which I allude. I suppose they thought it 
was a “rebel’’ eclipse, and, therefore, not 
valid. At all events they seem to have ignored 
it, both as to what has been written in the 
scientific journals of that date and as to 
what has been lately printed. 

As stated above, I do not remember exactly, 
but to the best of my recollection it was in 
February or March, 1866, that the most won- 
derful or striking eclipse of the sun (of which 
I have any knowledge and have seen any ac~- 
count of) occurred that has taken place in 
this country in seventy-five or eighty years. 
It was not like the one which is to occur soon, 
but was an ‘annular’ eclipse (from the Latin 
word annulus, a ring). Atlanta and Athens, 
Ga., were in the very center of totality. At 
the moment of greatest obscuration, the sun 
had the appearance of a ring, bright and glow- 
ing all around the edges, with the absolutely 
black body of the moon in the center and cen- 
tral part, somewhat like the figure here preé- 
sented. 
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You see the bright ring of unobscured sun 
surface around the edges, the black moon cov- 
ering the center and middle part of the sun, 
and the black surrounding space, like night, 
characterizing an eclipse. In this instance, 
namely the eclipse of 1866, the distance of 
the moon from the earth relatively to the dis- 
tance of the sun was such as to make the 
apparent diameter of the mogn smaller than 
the apparent diameter of the sun, and, there- 
fore, in that instance it was not large enough 
to shut out or obscure the sun entirely when 
the moon passed between the sun and the earth, 
which, as you know, is the cause of a solar 
eclipse. But in the eclipse on the 28th Iin- 
stant the relative distance of the sun and the 
moon is such as that the apparent diameter 
of the moon will be slightly larger than the 
apparent diameter of the sun, and, therefore, 
the moon will at the moment of passing across 
the sun’s disc along the belt of totality south 
of Atlanta totally obscure the sun and pro- 
duce absolute night for about ninéty seconds. 

Judge W. R. Hammond, not long ago, did 
the public the favor of publishing an account 
written by him of an eclipse which occurred 
in 1869. In that instance the belt of totality 
passed through southwestern: Virginia, and he 
went with a party from the University of Geor- 
gia all the way to Virginia to witness the phe-

Atlanta in the present instance, 
miss the opportunity of witnessing 
ing eclipse from the most favorable 
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and for my own part I should regarf it as an 
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actual calamity if deprived of the opportunity. 
In case there were any records kept, as for 
instance at Mercer university or Emory or In 
the college at Athens, I hope very much that 
those who have access to exact dates and fig- 
ures will follow Judge Hammond's excellent 
example and give the public the benefit of the 
samé by due publication.

Professor Skaggs Refers to Ancient 
History. 

Editor Constitution—As bearing somewhat on 
the controversy that is now going on with re- 
spect to the proposition that women shall re- 
move their headgear in church, I take the lib- 
erty of calling attention*to the fact that there 
was a similar controversy many years ago. 
The matter attracted the attention of a man 
who, up to a few years ago, had a deservedly 
great reputation among all denominations of 
Christians. What he said on the subject has 
betn practically stripped of its importance 
among those who are followers of the infidel 
apostles of the higher criticlsm, but for many 
of your readers his remarks, somewhat curt 
and blunt, will possess a curious interest. 
Touching upon the question, the writer to 
whom I have referred, begs the members of

delivered to them, and then proceeds: 

‘‘But I should have you know’’ (he is speak- 
ing of and to Christians) ‘‘that the head of 
every man is Christ, and the head of the 
woman is the man; and the head cf Christ 
is God. Every man praying or prophesying, 
having his head covered, dishonoreth his head; 
but every woman that prayeth or prophesieth 
with her head uncovered dishonoreth her head, 
for that is even all one as if she were shaven. 
For if the woman be not covered, let her 
also be shorn, but if it be a shame for a wor 
man to be shorn or shaven, let her be cov- 
ered.’’ 

Thereupon, after presenting a few arguments 
which are irretrievably old-fashioned, and 
which would not survive a moment before the 
brillant intellects of the infidel apostles of 
‘“eclentific’’ religion, the writer whom I have 
quoted says: ‘Judge in yourselves, is it 
comely that a woman pray unto God uncov- 
ered?’ and he adds: ‘“‘But if any man seem 
to be contentious, we have no such custom, 
neither the churches of Goa.” 

The writer of ‘the foregoing had considerable 
authority tn his day and time, and he went 
about laying down the laws and ordinances cf 
Christianity and settling disputes and conten- 
tions with an activity and a zeal that would 
not now be tolerated. 

I am not what would be called a very old 
man, but I can well remember the time when 
the writer whom I quoted was regarded as 
an authority on Christian practices. And, 
strange as it may seem, I can also remember 
the time when the shibboleth of we Protestants 
was “‘the Bible, the whole Bible, and nothing 
but the Bible.”” As matters stand and in view 
of the fact that some of our most learned 
and famous preachers make no bones of ripping 
the Bible to pieces, denouncing those very por- 
tions of history and prophecy which are con- 
firmed and verified by the Savior Himself, 1 
have concluded that it is not worth while to 
disclose the name of the writer whose an que 
notions I have quoted. He was, in some sort, 
a revivalist, but in a great many respects he 
could hardly compare with some whom we 
have with us today.

A com- 
mendable fear of the people is one of the 
Chief elements of the candidate, and 
though thig fear may depart after the 
Candidate becomes ag Officer, it is stil 
commendable since it does last even a 
short time.

The illness of Colonel Jim Smith, of 
Smithsonia, is heard of with genuine re- 
gret by all who know him and there are 
few Georgiang who have ever figured in 
public life of recent years that do not 
know Colonel Smith personally. Governor 
Candler stated yesterday that he passed 
through Colonel Smith‘s home town the 
first of the week and, calling upon him, 
found his condition to be serious. Hopes 
are entertained of hig final recovery and 
return to full strength, but while the first 
is probable the latter is regarded as yet 
in doubt. 

Colonel Jim Smith, as everybody knows, 
is the most successful planter the state 
has ever had. His farm is the wonder of 
those who know nothing of agricultural 
pursults as it is Of many who have tried 
and failed. Within.the iimits of his plan- 
tation he has established a little world of 
his own and it is seldom he goes to mar- 
ket to procure even the common necess:- 
ties of life. 

One of the most remarkable business 
deals ever made by Colonel Smith was 
carried through last year, when, under 
the new prison lease system, 


The owner of the Smithsonia farm, who 
for years employed convict labor under 
the old system, came forward with a féw 
other jong-headeqg nersons and made a bid 
for the convicts, while the majority of the 
o-d lessees held off, fearing to tackle the 
new lease system. Colonel Smith received 
al] the convicts he had bid for, at a com- 
paratively low figure, by the way, and re- 
garded the deal as a wise one in spite of 
the shaking heads. Just about that time 
the price of lumber and naval! stores took 
a leap, coal] went up and there was a sud- 
den demand for labor, cheap ‘abor that 
could not be supplied. The result of this 
demand was that Colone] Smith  sub- 
leased the convicts he had contracted for 
at a figure almost double what he had 
agreed to pay the state. He had leased 
more convicts than he could use with the 
labor already employed on his farm and 
he could part with the convicts without 
detriment to the plantation. The exact 
amount made on this enterprising deal is 
not khow, but Jt is said that Colonel 
Smith could live comfortably on the profit 
for the rest of his days.

Committee’s Amendment to House Bill 
Agreed On. 


SIX YEARS WILL BE TERM 


Cadets Will Have To Serve That 
Period as -Formerly. 


AMENDMENT CAUSED MUCH DISCUSSION 


Senator Teller Made Some Salty 
Statements—Many Officers Were 
Merely Drawing Their Pay. 


Washineton, May 8.—The senate today 
concluded consideration of the naval ap- 
propriation bill, with the exception of tht 
section relating to armor and armament. 
This went over until] tomorrow, when it 
will be considered in secret Jlegisiative 
session. During the morning hour a 
number of minor bilis were passed, among 
them one to reimburse yarious collectors 
of internal revenue for internal revenue 
stamps charged against them but not ac- 
counted for. 

The debate on the nava! bill Was prac- 
tically confined to the paragraph relating 
to the commissioning of naval cadets, The 
committee’s amendment striking out the 
proposition in the house bil which soug4¢ 
to commission the cadets at the expira- 
tion of the four years’ terms at the navai 
academy, abolishing the preliminary two 
years at sea, was carried after a Warm 
debate. 

When the naval bill was taken up the 
pending question was the committee's 
amendment striking out the paragraphs 
in the house pill relating to navai cadets 
and inserting the followings: 

‘Whenever any naval cadet shal! have 
finished four years of his undergraduat 
course of six years the gucceeding ap- 
pointment may be made from his con- 
gressional district or at large im accord- 
ance with existing law.’’ 

Mr. Foraker, of Ohio, vigorously o»- 
posed the ameidment and said it Was an 
injustice to the cadets to wait two years 
after graduation before they received 
their commissions. 

Mr. Caffery, of Louisiana, strongly op- 
posed the amendment, declaring there 
was now a shortage of 697 officers in the 
navy. 

Mr. Tillman, a member of the naval 
committee, supported the amendment. He 
pointed out the immense responsibility 
devolving upon naval! officers in the care 
at sea of great battleships and cruisers 
and he did not approve of sending to sea 
‘vreen horns” in charge of propery 
worth milions of dollars. 

In a characteristic speech Mr, Ti.lmaa 
arraigned the navy department for na-- 
ing so many officers ou shore duty, who, 
he declared, were doing little but diawing 
their salaries. 

Mr. Hale denied a proposition which had 
been advanced by Mr. Foraker that the 
cadets performed the duties on their two 
years cruise of junior commissioned offi- 
cers. 

Mr. Lindsay urged that experience and 
the advice of naval authorities were in 
opposition to the proposed amendment 
and only the senate committee advocated 
its adoption. 

Mr. Hale, in charge of the bill, declared 
that the amendment was the best piece of 
legislation he had seen in manhy @ year. 
It would abso.utely prevent a “hump” in 
the naval] list and by a gradual and steady 
flow increase the number of officers in the 
navy, every one of wnom would have had 
full six years’ course of preparation for 
their life work. The defeat of the amend- 
ment would, he feared, give the quuntry 
a “land navy.”’ . 

At this point the act amending the gen- 
eral pension laws known as the “Grand 
Army of the Republic pension bill’ was 
before the senate as it passed the 
house and the house amendments Were 
agreed to without depaic, 

The debate on the pending nava! cadet 
amendment was closed by- Mr. Foraker 
in opposition to the amendment and by 
Mr. Chandler in favor of it.

The most important was a bill to remit 
the penalties imposed by the government 
on the Union Iron Works, of San Fran- 
cisco, the builders of the Monterey, for 
her failure to make the contract's speed. 
The house overruled the action of the 
Ways and means committee in reporting 
against a resolution calling upon the sec- 
retary of the treasury for information 
regarding the materials used in the man- 
ufacture of oleomarzgarine which ig on 
file in the internal revenue office. The 
majority of the committee contended that 
this information could not be furnished 
under the revised statutes, and that It 
would betray trades receipts; but the res- 
olution was adopted. This is preliminary 
to the reopening of the fight for the 
Grout bill in the committee on agricul- 

ture. 

Taking up the claims reports, the house 
passed over for this session the old bill 
for the relief of the Cramps ship building 
concern.

POSTAL FRAUDS ENORMOUS. 


Subject Is the Sole Topic of Conver- 
sation in Havana, 


been the principal topic of conversation 
in Havana today, although as yet the pa- 
pers have scarcely alluded to the matter. 
The department of posts admits the 
shortage of $75,000, but further investiga- 
tion has brought to light the fact that in 
July of last year the receipts showed a 
falling off of about $1,000 from the average 
of the months previous and that this 
shortage has been kept up ever since. It 
appears that about that time Director of 
Posts Rathbone gave orders for the de- 
struction of $411,000 worth of sur-charge 
stamps on account of the issue of a new 
stamp. This work of destruction was left 
in the hands of Charles F. W. Neely and 
his assistants, but it is now believed that 
none of those stamps were destroyed, the 
theory being that they were sent out with 
the new stamps. 

The Havana receipts amounted to about 
$13,000 a month, according to the books, 
but the other offices of the island showed 
only $3,000 or $4,000, amounts palpably ab- 
surd. It is astonishing that the shortage 
was not discovered pefore, because the 
receipts at Santiago or Matanzas alone 
should amount to nearly 35,00. |

Judge Lumpkin Denies Petition for 
Habeas Corpus. 


PENN WANTED HIS FREEDOM 


Court Decided Writ Should Have 
Been Taken to Judge Candler, 


ANOTHER HEARING IS NOW PENDING 


The Witness Will Go Before Judge 
Candler Next Saturday To Ask 
for a Smaller Bond. 


Because there is now pending befors 
Judge John S,. Candler a petition which 
seeks to have the amount of bond for T. 
J. Penn reduced from $200, Judge J. H. 
Lumpkin, of the superfor court, yester- 
day afternoon refused to grant a habeas 
corpus writ for the wife of the former 
juror, now the principal witness in the 
cases of D. 8S. Looney and W. A. Brad- 
Jey, under indictment for embracery. 

The hearing occurred yesterday after- 
noon at 3:30 o'clock in Judge Lumpkin‘s 
chambers and lasted only about a half 
hour. Mrs. T. J. Penn, who sought to 
have her husbarnd released from custody 
under a writ of habeas corpus, was rep- 
resented by Judge Robert lL. Rodgers. 

The attorney read the petitton of the 
plaintiff, which set forth that T. J. Penn 
was under no charge, that he was heing 
{liegally detained in the jail of Fulton 
county, that his health was very poor, 
causing him to need the loving care of a 
wife, and that T. J. Penn was her only 
support, making it a hardship upon her 
to detain him tin jail. The petition also 
stated that Penn had made nw» effort to 
leave town and would make none. 

Both Mrs. Penn and her husband were 
in chambers before Judge Lumpkin and 
both testified, corroborating the state. 
ments in the petition for a writ of ha« 
beas corpus. 

Solicitor Charley Hill opposed _ tho 
granting of the writ, and cited Judge 
Lumpkin to the law under which Judge 
John S. Candier, of the crimina! branch 
of the superior court, had remanded Penn 
to- jail in default of a $200 bond. 

Judge Rodgers spoke on the line that 
the detention of Penn was both unneces- 
sary and illegal. During the speeches by 
counsel Judge Lumpkin-ascertained that 
a petition was already before Judge Can- 
dler upon which a hearing wil. occur next 
Saturday. 

Judge Lumpkin had announced that 
while he had jurisdiction in the matter, 
he thought the petition for a habeas cor- 
pus writ should have been taken to Judge 
Candler. In Answering this Judge Rod- 
gers produced a petition for a reduction 
of bond, the Hearing for which had been 
set for next Saturday. 

When he learned of this Judge Lump- 
kin refused the writ.and directed that 
an order be taken to that effect, on the 
ground that it would be improper for him 
to release the man from custody on a 
writ of habeas corpus while a hearing 
for a reduction of bond was pending be- 
fore Judge Candler. 

Penn went back to jail yesterday af- 
ternoon.

IMPORTANT DECISION MADE 


Storage Charges Can Be Levied at 
Individual Points. 


[CENTRAL ROAD IS SUSTAINED 


The Opinion of the Railroad Commis- 
sion Is Based on the Rules 
in Force, 


—— 


The state railroad commission, through 
Commissioner Thomas C. Crenshaw, has 
filed a decision of more than ordinary im- 
portance on the subject of storage 
charges for freight by the railroads. The 
decision holds in the of Wight & 
Weslosky Co. vs. the Central of Georgia 
Railway Co., that a railroad has the 
| right to charge storage on freight at one 
station on its line without charging for 
the same at other stations. 

In the case that came before the state 
commission the shippers of freight, 
Wight & Wesloki Co., were made to pay 
66 cents on a package unloaded at the 
depot at Arlington, Ga. No other charge 
for storage was made at other points on 
» the same line and the shippers contended 
that the road had no right to charge at 
one point and not at another. Under the 
demurrage rules of the commission in 
force since 15%, no railroad has the right 
to discriminate between persons or places 
in storage charges and the rule upon 
which complaint was raised was that “if 
demurrage is collected by a railroad com- 
pany at one point on its line, it must col- 
lect at all places on its line of those lia- 
ble under the rules of this commission.”’ 

The rule, however,’ has been amended 
80 as to provide that it shall not apply 
to package freight recelyed in less than 
carload lots and unloaded in depots and 
warehouses. 

The commission holds under tts rules 
that the road had the right to charge stor- 
age on the single package of Wight @& 
Weslosky Co., when it was unloaded at 
Arlington, and that the road cannot be 
made to refund the amount collected.

The election yesterday was held in the 
New York building and attracted consid- 
erable interest among the club members. 
When the votes were counted it was found 
that 147 ballots had been counted, of which 
Mr. Peters received eighty-five. Mr. Mad- 
dox, his opponent, received sixty-two 
votes, 

Milton Dargan was elected vice presi- 


ing gentlemen were elected directors: Jo- 
seph Orme, Alex King, Henry B. Tomp- 
kins, Carroll Payne and James McKeldin., 

More than 300 persons were present at 
the club meeting yesterday and displayed 
a lively interest in the election. The two 
gentlemen who had been announced by 
their friends are E. C. Peters and Robert 
F. Maddox. Each entered the contest at 
the earnest solicitation of their friends 
and there was no feeling in the matter, 
as was evinced by the delightful manner 
in which the new president was honored 
by the club members. 

E. C. Peters, the new president of the 
Piedmont Driving Club, is one of the best- 
known members of that organization, and 
has taken a deep interest in its success. 
He has been a prominent figure in all the 
club’s proceedings, both business and so- 
cial, and is one of the most popular mem- 
bers of the club. 

An interesting feature of the meeting 
yesterday was the reference to the sad 
death of the late president, Clarence 
Knowles. The club took official action 
in regard to the matter. 

The following resolutions were present- 
ed by a committee consisting of T. B. 
Neal, Alex E. King and J. R. McKeldin 
and were unanimously adopted: 

When We are called upon to render the tribute 
of respect and affection to one who, having 
had a long and useful life in the fulness of 
age passes into rest. while we have a sense of 
loss and bereavement, there is a feeling that 
the end has not come unduly, or that we have 
been deprived of what we had in some sense 
a right to look forward to. 

When a young man the flush of promise of 
usefulness passes away, we at least have the 
reflection that perhaps the future would not 
have realized that promise, and we are not 
called upon to relinquish the known and well- 
tried worth of one who has shown himself the 
able, strenuous, forceful man. 

But when such a man is taken away at that 
period of his life when his powers should be 
at their best. and when not only do we look 
forward to long years ef usefulness and ser- 
vice, but have had the experience of the past 
to show us his ability and worth, his loss comes 
both with .a sense of bereavement and of de- 
privation. 

So it was with the late Clarence Knowles, 
the first president of this organization, and 
who died with its honors still upon him and 
with its welfare still near to his heart. 

Clarenze Knowles was born in Pensacola, 
Fla., in December, 1852. Living a short time 
in Columbus, Ga., he returned with his parents 
to Pensacola and there remained until about 
the year 1670. From Pensacola he went to 
New York and entered upon that career as a 
fire insurance underwriter which soon brought 
him te the tront as one of the foremost busi- 
ness men of his chosen line in the south, 

Mr. Knowles returned after a comparatively 
short time to the south and finaliy settied in 
Atlanta, Ga., where from the drst he com- 
manded that high position which succeeding 
years but confirmed. 

Becoming at a comparatively age the head 
of the southern business of some of the largest 
fire insurance companies in the country, he so 
commanded the confidence, not only of the com- 
panies which he represented, but of his busi- 
ness comadetitors with whom he came in con- 
tact, that he was early in its history elevated 
to the position of president of the Southeastern 
Tariff Association, which position he retained 
as long as he would consent to fill the same. 

Not only from his business ability and stand- 
ing, but more particularly from his social 
qualities. Mr. Knowles was known ail over the 
south. There was no city in the country in 
which he was not a welcome guest in the most 
exclusive circles, and wherever he went his 
urbanity, brilllancy and genial spirit, attracted 
around him all that was best and brightest 


in social life. 

In 1896 Mr. Knowles turned his attention to 
public affairs and became a member of the 
legislature of the state of Georgia from Ful- 
ton county. There he soon achieved the same 
success that he had won in other departments 
of life. Mr. Knowles became one of the most 
influential members of the legisiature, and his 
successful efforts on behalf. of the School of 
Technology and the benefits which this city 
has reaped thereby are matters of too recent 
history to need further recitation. Mr. Knowles 
was re-elected in 1898, practically without op- 
position, and died before the expiration of the 
term for which he was then chosen. It is 
one of the added regrets to his loss that one 
who had shown himself so well equipped in 
the field of public life should have been struck 
down by the fatal malady which ended his life 
at a time when experience was rendering most 
available the powers which he had manifested. 

But it is in connection with this club that 
we would chiefly speek of our departed friend. 
When it was determined in the latter part of 
1895 to organize the Pitdmont Driving Club 
basis and to purchase for it its 
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dent without opposition and the follow- | 
| ing 


fided to him and how well he labored in its be- 
half noné but the members of the board of 
directors who served with him can ever fully 
know. “ 

Mr. Knowles realized from the first that the 
Piedmont Driving Club must be given a char- 
ter which would place it beyond the criti- 
cism of even the most captious; that its tone 
should be such that ladies and children would 
be welcome at all times. and that nothing 
should ever there transpire that could offend 
the most fastidious. With a firmness that was 
admirable he set his face from the first against 
any practices, either accidental or usual, 
which could in any way detract from this high 
standard. He set the tone, and the burden 
has thereby been placed upon his survivors to 
see to it that that tone shall be maintained. 
He gave to the club the character of hospital- 
ity and the air of refinement which should char- 
acterize the home of the most fastidious gen- 
tleman in the land, and if he had done noth- 
else for this club this one fact would 
place it under a debt of gratitude to him which 
it could never discharge. Apart from this he 
labored for the club in all material matters 
early ‘and late: He devised and encouraged 
charming and refined entertainments, which 
should not only make it popular, but should 
draw around it all refining and elevating in- 
fluences. He superyised its every detail, both 
to beautify its home and to promote its welfare. 
It is a melancholy pleasure to know that to 
the end he remained its president, and that as 
he was its first president, so he died in the 
harness. 

The club feels that words of eulogy to those 
who Knew Mr. Knowles (and all of the mem- 
bers of the club knew him) are superfluous. It 
but remains for the club to express its sense of 
the loss which it has sustained. 

Therefore be it Resolved: 

1. That this club deeply mourns in the death 
of Clarence Knowles the loss of a golden 
hearted gentleman, a devoted friend, an un- 
tiring officer and a brilliant ornament. 

2. That this club acknowledges with grateful 
remembrance the many services which have 
been rendered to it by President Knowles and 


the unselfish and untiring efforts which he 
gave to its upbuilding. 

3. That this club deeply deplores his loss 
and will always cherish his memory with 
warmest affection. 

4. That this club will always strive for 


the high ideal which he has set before it as 
to its mission and conduct and will find in his 
administration of its affairs its worthy pat- 
tern. 

5 That we deeply feel for his family in their 
irreparable loss and tender to them our re- 
spectful and heartfelt sympathy in their be- 
reavement. 

6. That this memorial and these resolutions 
be spread upon the minutes of this club and 
a copy thereof transmitted by the secregary to 
the family of our lamented friend.
